It  v/ill  be  seen  that,  comparing  the  figure  for  the  death  rate  cf  12.0 
per  1000  mth  the  birth  rate  of  11.7  pe^r  1000,  there  is  an  excess  of  deaths 
over  births  of  0.3  per  1000.  Last  year,  excess  of  deaths  over  births  in 
district  was  1.9  per  1000,  so  that  there  is  an  increase  this  year  of  1.6  per 
1000.  For  England  and  Wales  generally  there  was,  as  usual,  and  excess  of 
births  over  deaths*  the  figure  for  I96I  being  5.4  per  1000.

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  generally  regardedas  a fairly  reliable 
index  as  to  the  health  of  the  people.  Each  year  since  195^,  there  has 

been  a steady  fall  in  the  rate  of  Infant  Mortality,  The  Public  Health 

Services  through  the  care  of  health  visitors,  the  provision  of  cheap  milk;, 
free  vitamins,  and  immunisation  schemes  have  all  a part  to  play  in  this. 

In  1958  there  were  3 deaths  in  the  district  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age;  in  1959  we  had  only  one  such  death;  there  were  3 in  I96O, 
and  again  only  1 in  I96I,

There  were  112  deaths  in  I96I  conpared  ’^dth  109  in  I96O, 

In  1961,  16  deaths  were  reported  as  due  to  cancer  in  its  various  forms, 
as  against  1?  deaths  the  year  before.  This  works  out  that  approximately 

1 death  in  e\’‘eD:y  7 kas  been  due  to  cancer. 

In  1961,  61  deaths  were  attributable  to  diseases  of  the  heart,  and 
circxD.atory  diseases  in  its  various  forms  including  cerebro-vascular  accidents 
(strokes).  The  corresponding  figure  for  I96O  Y/as  58.  Diseases  of 

the  heart  and  circulatory  diseases,  especially  coronary  disease  of  the  heart, 
have  increased  in  importance  as  a cauise  of  death.  Throughout  the  country 

as  a whole  in  1940,  there  were  22,841  canes,  whereas  in  1956  the  number  had 
risen  to  74,790.  Coronary  disease  is  commoner  in  the  more  highly 

developed  communities,  in  heavy  smokers,  and  in  the  obese.  There  is  some 
evidence  to  suggest  that  dietary  habits,  e.g.  high  animal  fat  diets,  are 
associated  v;ith  degenerative  heart  diseases.  More  than  half  the  deaths 

recorded  in  our  area  this  year  fall  under  the  heading  of  vascular  and  heart 
diseases. 


B.  G-EMERia.  PROVISIONS  OF  HEiiiTH  SERVICES. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council,  as  the  Health  Authority,  maintains  a 
con^rehernive  range  of  Services  - including  Lnte-No-tal  cliri.cs.  Child,  vf  elf  are 
cliri.cs,  and.  School  Medical  services  - Medical  and  Dental.  There  is 

provision  for  Child  Guidance, 

General  Hospital  Services  are  providedi.  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
in  Blackburn,  Accrington,  Preston,  and  Burnley.  There  is  also  access, 

where  required,  to  Manchester,  Liverpool,  and  other  Hospitals. 

Provision  is  made  for  Maternity  Cases  at  Bramley  Meade,  lAhalley;  Queen’s 
Park  Hospital,  Blackburn;  and  Preston  Royal  Infirmary,  Sho;ild  it  be  more 

convenient,  rural  district  patients  are  at  liberty  to  attend  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  at  Clitheroe,  and  the  class  for  Relaxation  and  Exercises  for  Expectant 
Mothers,  both  held  'weekly;  also  the  monthly  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  All  these 

clinics  were  transferred  to  Eastham  House,  Eshton  Terrace,  Clitheroe  in  1955> 
and  in  1956  those  Rural  District  patients  who  attend  the  Clitheroe  Clinic 
e:rpressed  appreciation  of  the  transfer  to  the  nevr  premises  which  has  obviated 
the  need  to  climb  the  hill  and  push  the  pram  to  the  former  premises  at  Clitheroe 
Castle.  Chat  bum  and  district  patients  a.re  catered  for  at  Chatburn 

Institute  on  the  2nd  and  Ath  Thursdays  each  month;  Y/halley  and  district  at  the 
Methodist  School  on  Monday  afternoons;  and  Chipping  and  district  at  the  Village 
Hall  on  the  2nd  and  Ath  Thursdays  of  each  month. 

There  is  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  Bramley  Meade  Maternity  Home,  Y/halley. 
This  is  conducted  by  a Consulting  Obstetrician  from  the  Blackburn  Group  of 
Hospitals  and  is  held  kAdce  a month.  There  is  also  an  Ante-Natal 

Clinic  at  Sharoe  Green  Hospital, 

Park  Lee  Hospital,  Blackburn  is  available  for  Infectious  Diseases  cases. 

The  /mbulanjoe  Service  is  provided  by  the  Lanca-shire  County  Council, 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Blackburn  and  East  Lancashire 
Royal  Irdirmary  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Preston.  These 
laboratory  facilities  am  also  used  by  the  General  Practitioners  of  the  area. 

The  doctors  of  the  district  appreciate  the  fact  tliat  the  authorities  of  the 
Blackburn,  Accrington,  and  Burnley  Hospitals  have  granted  them  open  and  direct 
access  to  the  X-ray  departments  of  their  hosx^itals.

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There  is  a Pathological  Clinic  at  Clitheroe  Hospita.1  as  a sub- 
laboro,tory  of  Blackburn  Royal.  Infirmary,  This  is  conducted  by  Dr. 

Spinlc  and  liis  colleague  Pathologists  to  the  Blackburn  Group  of  Hospitals. 
Bacteriological,  Pathological,  Chemical  and  Blood  examinations  are  iinder- 
talcen,  and  local  doctors  are  at  liberty  to  refer  Rural  District  patients 
there  for  any  necessarj^  tests,  thus  saving  reference  to  more  distant 
hospital  centres.  The  extensive  service  vxm  provided  is  much 

appreciated.  The  pathologist  attends  every  Wednesda.y  morning  at  9 

a,m, , and  if  the  patients  are  unfit  to  attend  at  the  laboratory,  then  the 
pathologist  visits  them  at  their  o-vai  homes  on  request  from  their  doctor. 


Physiotherapy  Centre.  Clitheroe.  This  centre  was  opened  in 

Kamh  1954  under  the  auspices  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Clitheroe  Nursing 
Associa.tion  T.’jith  considerable  support  from  the  Trustees  of  the  V/halley  and 
District  Nursing  Association  and  the  Ribbleadale  District  Nursing  Association, 
It  is  available  to  any  patients  in  the  Rurad  District  requiring  treatment. 

It  is  not  a p>art  of  the  National  Health  Service,  and  so  a small  charge  has 
to  be  made  for  treatment.  The  centre  is  in  chsirge  of  a Trained 

Physiotheraxoist  and  Assistant  and  provides  for  the  usual  treatments  - 
m-assage,  remedial  exercises,  diotherry,  infra-red  and  sun-ray  &c.  Cases 
are  referred  by  their  ovm  doctor,  and  again  it  is  helx)ful  tha.t  patients 
need  not  travel  to  distant  hospital  centres  for  treatment  and  that  d.octors 
can  provide  continuity  of  treatment,  and  they  appreciate  the  open  access 
to  a centre  providing  tliis  type  of  treatment. 

The  extension  of  the  Physiotherapy  Services  by  the  opening  of  a 
department  at  the  Clitheroe  Hospital  is  preying  a great  help  in  getting 
old  people  mobile  who  might  otherwise  very  easily  become  bedfa-st, 

A domiciliary  physiotherapy  service  would  be  of  benefit  for 
bedfast  ancl  housebourkl  patients  in  this  scattered  area,  but  shortage  of 
staff  arxL  money  appears  to  exclude  such  a development  at  x^^^esent. 

The  Old  People’s  Club  in  Lowergate,  Clitheroe,  which  a few  old 
people  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  district  niake  use  of,  was  opened  in 
1954,  and  was  extended  during  I96O,

Of  the  above  cases,  2 Pnoumonia,  52  Dysentery,  and  11  Scarlet  Fever  were 
in  respect  of  inmates  of  Calderstones  Institution,  the  case  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  was  at  Bramley  Meade  Mai-ternity  Home. 


The  total  cases  notified  shows  an  increase  of  69  on  the  previous  year. 
There  were  injcreases  in  cases  of  measles,  namely  44  cases  as  against  10  in  I96O, 
acute  pneum*onia  2 as  against  1;  polionryelitis  2 as  a,gainst  0;  auad  dysentery  52 
as  against  1.  There  were  decreases  in  scarlet  fever,  13  as  against  15; 

whooping  cough  0 as  agaist  I6;  and  foodpoisoning  0 as  agaist  1. 
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For  the  thirteenth  year  in  succession,  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  heen 
reported.  This  is  entirely  due  to  the  success  of  inuTiunisation,  and  there  is 

a dcnger  that  this  success  may  lead  parents  to  neglect  having  their  children 
imnumised.  There  have  been  cases  of  diphtheria  reported  in  other  areas  of 

the  comitiy,  and  unless  childcren  continue  to  be  iramuirLsed,  diphtheria,  v/hich  is 
a killing  disease,  will  once  c.gain  become  prevalent.  There  is  no  room 

for  comi^lacency. 

Two  cases  of  poliomyelitis  have  been  reported  in  this  year. 

Immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  now  available  to  all  people  up 
to  the  a.ge  of  ZfO,  As  the  more  severe  paralysis  seems  to  occur  in  the  older 

people,  it  is  most  desirable  that  the  older  age  groups  shoiald  avail  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  of  immunisation  as  well  as  the  children.

X.  proportion  of  the  dwellings  not  supplied  from  Public  Mains  obtain  their 
water  f3rom  private  supplies,  y±z,  Huntroyde  Estate  (Pendleton)  , Stonyhurst  College 
(iiighton,  Bailey  and  Chaigley),  the  remainder  depends  upon  individual  and  small 
joint  supplies. 


There  wa-s  no  shortage  of  water  throughout  the  year. 
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13  sairples  of  drinking  \vater  were  obtained  from  Public  Supplies  and  58  samples 
of  drinlcing  water  from  Private  Supplies,  and  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  8 saaiples  from  Public  Supplies  were  reported,  as  being  satisfactory 
eind  5 unsatisfactory^.  18  samples  from  Private  Supplies  were  reported  as  being 
satisfactory  a.nd  kO  as  being  unsatisfactory.  Further  samples  of  these  supplies 
are  being  taken  periodically.  Users  are  advised  on  x^i^ecautionary  measures. 

The  village  of  Pendleton,  v/hich  is  supplied  by  private  estates  is  still 
receiving  an  unsatisfactory  water  supply  and  should  be  provided  vfith  a public 
mains  v/ater  supply.  In  viev/  of  the  bad  samples  obtained  the  taking  over  of  this 
supply  by  the  Pylde  V/ater  Board  should  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  possible.

SEvaRaGE,  DILJIUGE  & CLOSET  ACCaBIOB..TION. 

Uorston  is  the  one  remaining  village  in  the  district  mthout  a mains 
sewerage  system.  A scheme  v/as  xorepared  but  did  not  receive  Ministerial  Approval 
O’, Ting  to  the  high  cost.  It  is  hopecl  to  resurrect  these  proposals  very  shortly. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  throughout  the  year  to  reduce  the  number  of 
pail  and  midden  closets  in  the  area;  the  number  converted  being  very  encouraging. 
The  benefits  to  be  obtained  by  taking  advantage  of  the  Standard  Improvement  Grant 
schaae  has  helped  to  persuade  owners  to  convert. 

If  the  conversions  proceed  at  the  present  rate  it  will  then  be  possible  to 
empty  all  the  pail  closets  in  the  district  in  one  day. 
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With  the  exception  of  Pendleton  almost  s.11  the  properties  v/ithin  a 
reasonable  d.istance  of  the  sewer  have  converted  to  water  closets.  The  response 
in  the  village  of  Pendleton  has  been  disappointing. 

The  Council  pay  a grant  of  £15  or  50%  whichever  is  the  less  towards  the 
cost  of  converting  pail  closets  to  water  closets.  Owners  of  properties  not 
within  a reasonable  distance  from  the  sewer  are  encouraged  to  provide  septic 
tanks  for  the  reception  of  their  foul  effluent.  The  Council’s  grant  also 
applies  to  these  properties.

Since  the  completion  and  reconstruction  of  the  tlialley  and  Calderstones 
Sewerage  Disposal  vVorks  in  1959  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining 
satisfactory  samples  from  the  Calderstones  section.  The  effluent  from  the 
hospital  contains  a Idgh  percentage  of  vegetable  matter  Y/hich  retards  the 
drying  out  of  the  sludge  and  also  causes  the  sludge  to  rise  to  the  top  of  the 
tanks,  investigations  have  been  in  hand  thinughout  the  yeai'  to  overcome  tliis 
difficulty.  The  services  of  Richardson  & Jaffe,  the  Analysts , were  enlisted 
and  series  of  sai'nples  talcen  at  all  the  stages  of  the  vrorks  have  been  regiularly 
submitted.  On  their  advice  all  the  tanks  v/ere  emptied  by  means  of  a mobile 
sludge  pump  w'hich  the  Council  purchased  during  the  year,  and  1 cwt  of  lime  was 
added  to  each  Dortmund  Tank  each  day.  By  so  doing  the  sludge  settled  to  the 
bottom  of  the  tanics,  eriabling  them  to  be  partially  desludged  at  least  tvrice 
a week.  The  lime  also  assisted  in  the  drying  out  of  the  sludge.  Although 
only  recently  modernised  the  Calderstones  Section  is  operating  at  40,000  galls, 
per  day  above  design  and  the  'Alialley  Section  20,000  gallons  per  day  above. 
Nevertheless  good  samples  have  been  obtained  by  the  Rivers  Board,  the  first 
tim.e  for  a long  period. 

The  Lanxjashire  Ri\^er  Board  constantly  calls  rry  attention  to  the  fact 
tnat  the  sludge  effluent  at  the  Barrow  Sewage  Disposal  v/orks  discharges 
directly  into  the  stream.  Steps  to  remedj^  this  defect  and  to  in^jrove  various 
aspects  of  the  works  are  in  hand  for  I962. 

The  trade  effluent  from  the  Chipping  Dairy  being  discharged  into  the 
Chipping  Sewage  Disposal  v7orks  is  causing  difficulty  in  treating  the  effluent. 

PUBLIC  CONVNRIENCES , 

Pour  Public  Conveniences  are  no'.v  provided  by  the  Council  and  are  situated 
at  Yfhalley,  Burst  Green,  Chatburn,  and  Dcwnloam. 

The  one  at  Burst  Green  is  of  stone  construction,  and  is  supplied  with 
wash  hiarjd  basins  and  pa.per  hand  tov/els. 

At  Chatbum  and  Do\vnham  existing  conveniences,  behind  hotels,  Y;hich  Y/ere 
not  in  use,  were  talcen  over  and  renovated  to  provide  a required  need  for  both 
villages. 

4anton  damage  has  taken  place  in  all  the  conveniences,  and  is  much  to  be 
regretted. 

The  Village  of  Chipping  is  the  one  remaining  village  without  conveniences, 
though  investigations  are  in  hand  for  the  provision  of  these  amenities  early  in 

1962, 
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KH/ERS  AM)  STRE^'IS, 


The  River  Calder  is  still  somev/hat  polluted  hy  industrial  waste  effluents 
before  it  enters  the  Council's  District,  though  improvements  are  tsJcing  place, 
and  fish  can  now  be  seen  in  the  river  at  ViThalley. 

At  Chipping  there  is  a certain  amount  of  material  dumped  in  the  stream 
by  children  and  careless  householders.  Despite  the  posting  of  notices,  this 
continues . 

StreL'ons  are  fre^_^uently  inspected  and  every  effor-t  ma6.e  to  prevent  pollution 
v/herever  the  sources  are  discoverable. 

SHOPS  .-IIP  OFFICES, 

Routine  inspections  are  made  and  special  inspections  as  occasions  require, 
but  pressure  of  other  vrork,  especially  housing,  has  limited  visits. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  pay  the  Council  2/6  for  ea.ch  shop  inspected. 


F..CTORIES. 


1+1  routine  and  special  visits  v/ere  paid  to  factories  vd-th  and  without 
mechanical  povfer  during  the  year  for  purposes  of  the  provisions  as  to  health. 
Defects  found  (chiefly  in  connection  wdth  sanitary  convera.ences)  i/vere  notified 
to  occupiers,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  were  either  completed  or  Y/ere  in  hand. 

The  filLlest  co-operation  Y/as  maintained  between  the  Department  and  the 
Factory  Inspector.

Under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Develo-pment  ;nt,  I96O  six  site 
Licences  were  issued,  all  for  individual  caravans.  In  addition  to  the  caravans, 
there  are  quite  a nusher  of  hutments  in  the  area  v/h:i.ch  are  not  licensed.  These 
huts  have,  in  most  cases,  been  in  the  area  for  20  years  or  more. 

The  district  is  well  used  by  week-end  campers,  but  no  complaints  were 
received  regarding  any  damage  or  nuisance  caused. 

There  are  no  sites  in  the  district  licensed  for  more  tlian  one  caravan. 
aglOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

There  are  8 factory  chimneys  in  the  district.  No  complaints  of  blcnk  or 
heavy'"  smoking  was  received  during  the  year',  and  none  v/as  observed. 

iUi  iD[5)rovement  in  the  emission  of  dust  over  Chatburn  has  gradually  taken 
place  as  dust  arrestors  have  been  fitted  on  various  sections  of  Horrocksford 
Lime  Coii5)aTy's  v/orks,  however  complaints  are  still  being  received  a.nd  dust 
is  still  being  deposited  over  Chatburn  to  the  annoyance  of  its  residents. 

It  is  still  necessary  to  fix  a satisfactory  dust  arrestor  on  the  Tar  Coating 
Plant  section  of  the  works,  and  until  this  is  carried  out  annoyance  to 
Chatburn  residents  mil  continue.  The  CQrr5)any  concerned  have  been  pressed 
to  carry  out  this  essential  work  and  it  is  hoped  that  Y/hen  completed  the 
atmospheric  pollution  over  Chatburn  Y/ill  diiTiinish, 

DISINFESTATION  kND  DISINFBCTICTT. 

It  was  found-  necessary  to  disiirfest  one  house  during  the  year  for  flies, 
arid  five  others  for  other  forms  of  infestation, 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  fourteen  schools  in  the  district,  including  three  at  Stonyhurst 
College . 

All  the  schools  in  the  area  are  now  provided  vith  v/ater  closets  -Vkith 
connections  either  to  the  severer  or  septic  tank. 
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gradual  improvement  has  tiJcen  place  in  the  washing  facilities  for  schools; 
it  being  essential  that  sanitary  fa.cilities  be  as  near  perfection  as  possible, 
as  it  is  during  school  life  that  a child  can  be  trained  and  guided  into  fonrdr^ 
good  habits.

B,  REFUSE  COLLECTION  .AD  DISPOSif . 

The  Council  operaie  tv/o  Karrier  Bantam  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicles,  both  of 
which  are  now  seven  years  old,  for  the  collection  of  refuse  and  nightsoil. 

Collection  of  nightsoil  is  carried  out  weelcly  from  82  properties  tliroughout 
the  whole  of  the  district.  The  collection  is  completed  in  tvro  days  each  wecle, 
though  difficulties  arise  in  attenpting  to  maintain  this  service  during  holiday 
periods.  The  nightsoil  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council's  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 
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In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  number  of  pail  closets  the  Council  mahes  a grant 
■available  towards  the  cost  of  conversion  to  vf.C's  ¥jith_ connections  to^the  sev/er 
where  possible,  or  otherwise  septic  tanks.  The  grant  is  half  ohe  cosu,  wima  c 
maxiraujB  of  £15- 

,ai  refuse  bins  are  emptied  every  two  weeks.  An  adedtiona.1  service^  of 
emptying  refuse  from  Hotels  and  Cafes  once  a week  is  undertaken.  The  scneme 
operates  ve3y  successfully  and  time  is  available  to  allow  the  men  to  main  nin 
the  refuse  tips,  where  partial  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out,  in  good  orde_ . 

The  refuse  generally  throughoxit  the  district  is  becoming  more  bul^,  thus 
causing  more  frequent  journeys  to  the  tip  and  longer  periods  to  empty  bi^.  In 
addition  outl5ring  farms  now  request  removal  of  refuse,  and  the  only  way  to 
provide  such  a service  is  "by  s-  roadside  collectiono

The  summery  shows  that  some  progress  has  been  made  with  77  houses,  but  no 
procuress  has  been  me.de  with  19  houses.  The  o^ers  of  these  houses  ore  now  being 
uT^eSsed  to  cer-ry  out  their  obligations  end  at  the  same  time  their  attention 
called  to  the  provision  of  the  Housing  Act  whereby  the  Council  may  make  a grant 
towards  the  improvement  of  houses . 

The  Council’s  policy  to  carry  out  Operation  Rescue  rather  than  the 
condemnation  of  country  cottages  makes  housing  inspection  work  much  more 
interesting  for  the  inspector  in  that  mar&^  edscussions  take  place  on  how  property 
can  best  be  improved,  each  and  every  ho’ose  having  different  problems,  Ihere  is 
some  satisfaction  in  having  rescued  a house  from  being  pulled  doym,  ana  providing 
good  accemmodation  for  mary  years  to  come. 

After  many  years  stonfstill  in  the  repair  and  improvement  of  property  there 
has  been  a tendency  during  the  past  year  or  so  to  renovate  reasonably  good 
houses  throughout  the  district.  The  Rent  Act  may  hr.ve  been  the  cause  for  tne 
work  being  done.

Since  the  implementation  of  the  iraprewement  Grants,  55  api^lications  for 
Discretionaiy  Grants  liave  so  far  been  approved.  Many  more  enquiries  lucve  been 
received  during  that  period. 
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The  t^olicy  of  the  Coiincil  is  to  encourage  applications  for  Discretionaiy 
rrants  f^on  ovmers  of  Class  IV  and  V properties  capable  of  repair  and  improvement , 
to  improve  the  property  by  meoiis  of  an  improvement  grant.  ^ The  majority  of 
applications  so  far  received  have  been  from  ovmer/occupiea  houses. 

The  Council  maices  a Discretionaiy  Grant  towards  the  iir^rovcmient  of  all 
Class  IV  and  V properties  and  for  conversion  of  other  buil^ngs  into  houses. 

1 25fc  grant  being  made  in  suitable  cases  to  other  Class  III  properties. 

Much  m-orc  progress  has  been  made  mth  Standard  Grant  applications.  21  were 
o^^roved  in  1959  49  in  I960,  and  63  in  I96I.  Since  the  inception  of  che  scheme, 

of  reisfnable  Lnktion  have  now  been  provided  with  mouern^eniries 
by  having  a hot  water  supply,  separate  batliroom,  and  insiae  water  clo.et  nid 
th-  nec^saiy  repairs  to  the  property  carried  out.  Houses  not  having  these 
necesso^ry  amenities,  will,  in  the  forseeable  future,  become  corxLemned  proper  y.

HOUSIT~G  CONDITIONS. 

There  are  scattered  throughout  the  district  approximately  19  unfit  houses 
which  require  extensive  repairs  and  improvements.  The  chief  defects  found  are 
rising  and  penetrating  dampness,  i^erished  plasteri/vork,  inadequate  natural 
lighting,  arH.  complete  lack  of  modern  amenities,  such  as  a hot  water  supply 
ar^  batbuocm  with  J.C.  So  far,  in-formal  action  h£.s  failed  to  secure  the 
extensive  repairs  required,  and  it  would  appear  that  statutory  procedure  will 
hiave  to  be  invoked  to  have  this  property  brought  up)  to  standard. 

There  are  appraximately  9 back-to-back  houses  in  the  district,  but  all  of 
these  houses  are  provided  v/ith  through  ventilation  and  are  generally 
satisfactory .
